To avoid delays from 
the West Coast shipping strike 
or other causes, American 
Naval and Army vessels will 
carry weapons, ammunition 
and military supplies, officials 
said yesterday. |

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Where Are We Going To Get the Money? 


We are pleased to note that most of 
Georgia’s legislators are apparently giving 
some thought to the additional revenue 
which will be needed if the Georgia Edu- 
cation Association’s Minimum Foundation 
Program is to be enacted. 


Time and again during the last cam- 
paign, we pointed out that the Minimum 
Foundation Program, which all candi- 
dates for Governor endorsed, entailed an 
annual expenditure, by the State Gov- 
ernment, of $83,401,720 for education. 


This is approximately $30,000,000 a 
year more than we are now spending for 
the purpose. 

It is more than the operation of the 
entire State Government was costing up 
until a couple of years ago. 


Already, despite revenues at an all- 
time high, we are spending every dollar 
we take in just as fast as we get it. And 
while Gov.-Elect Talmadge has promised 
to reduce waste and cut the payroll in 
every possible way, the most stringent 
economies will hardly save the State over 
$4,000,000 or $5,000,000 a year. 


A Firm Policy in China 


While we’ve had both eyes glued to 
the Western stable door, the horse of de- 
mocracy has been stolen in the East, where 
Chinese Communists are giving Chiang 
Kai-shek a rough time and already have 


succeeded in wresting Manchuria from - 


his forces. 

Despite Chiang’s claim of success at 
Suchow, the Nationalist Government re- 
mains in a precarious position and already 
there is a cry abroad in this country that 
we must rush more aid to stem the tide 
of Communism. 

We have sent Chiang some $3,000,000,- 
000 worth of assistance during the past 


_. few years. We have helped train his 


armies and we have lent moral support 
to the best of our ability. Somehow, this 
support hasn’t seemed to do much good. 
In fact, there are indications that much 
of it has not been used for the purpose 
intended. : 

More of such evidence came the other 
day from an American pilot just back 
from China who declared that corruption 
in high places is responsible largely for the 
present predicament of the Nationalists. 

The pilot, Arthur C. Young, of Berea, 
Ohio, flew for the Chinese National Avia- 
tion Corporation, a government-subsidized 
line. He carried relief supplies to Mukden 
for six months. Said Mr. Young:

That he did not do so is a credit to his 
stature and a badge of his principles. No 
longer can it be said of him that he was a 
mere political opportunist and a man without 
substance. Mr. Ickes proved his mettle by 
the high quality of his conduct. He deserves 
a greater recognition than has fallen his lot. 


Since the election there has been talk of 
President Truman putting him back into the 
Cabinet.

The First GOP: 
Was New Dealish 


An editorial in the very ably edited Wall 

Street Journal declares the Republican Party 

has never given its members or the people in 

the country itself a chance to vote on issues of opposition to New 
Deal Democrats since the election of 1932. It declared: 

“Not since 1932 has there been a candidate who said he opposed 
it and at the same time implemented his opposition with a clear, 
understandable program. They have said they opposed, but they 
have tried to borrow it.” 

At the same time leaders of the Republican Party are saying 
they must get closer to the people. Its congressional leaders de- 
mand that Harold Stassen come out from the cloistered towers of 
the University of Pennsylvania to reorganize the party along more 
progressive lines. Even Joe Martin speaks of reform. 

These opinions jar most unharmoniously. 

The Wall Street Journal seems to imply that had some one 
—Sen. Robert Taft, for example—been nominated who would 
have said that the causes of inflation were an over-issue of money 
and that the monetary condition of the country would be hardened; 
*ha: the Taft-Hartley law would not be repealed, and that wages, 
costs and farm prices would ali be brought down, the nation would 
have voted him into office. 

It is an interesting if dubious speculation. 

For how many Americans did the recent eléction prove no 
choice at all? How many failed to vote because they believed 
Dewey the certain winner? 


. : For the Wall Street Journal and others in- 
Reorganization terested in the Republican Party and the 
future, the study of the disintegration of the Whigs—which party 
came to be merely an anti-Jackson party—might prove an interest- 
ing research. It is to me. 

It was out of the break-up of the Whig Party that the Repub- 
lican Party developed. By 1856 there were tremendous political 
shifts. The Whig Party had been made up of Southern planters, 
Northern manufacturers and capitalists. The Southern planters 
gradually had moved into the Democratic Party, being opposed to 
protective tariffs, and by 1856 this movement was complete. 


Strain The Democratic Party itself was straining at the seams. 

The Western members were angry because the South 
Was against expansion into the West and Federal funds for canals 
and rails. The South opposed because extending the free territory 
destroyed the South’s political dominance in the Congress. The 
clamor of the Know-Nothing Party, the Abolitionists and other 
splinter parties, culminated in 1856 in a gathering by groups of 
Free Soilers, Whigs and Democrats to form a new party. 

It was a party of a certain destiny. At formation it was a radi- 
cal splinter party. Its platform barely mentioned domestic affairs. 
It dealt almost entirely with slavery. Georgia-born John C. 
Fremont was its first nominee. Nevertheless, it had taken on 


most of the anti-Democratic Party strength. 

By 1860 the Republican Party was the first 
GOP New Deal great “New Deal’ Party with the biggest 
PWA-WPA program of our history. It had more “give away” 
promises than all the radio programs put together. It promised 
high tariffs to protect industry, pledged itself to protect labor, 
agreed to spend public monies to build railroads and canals, and 
had as its slogan “Free Soil, Free Homesteads and Free Territories.” 

The Democrats were split and Lincolh was a minority victor. 
His total vote was a million less than his total opponents and 
300,000.less than that of the two Democratic candidates. 

Defeated the Southern wing of the party raised the cry of seces- 
sion. War followed. The Republican Party was thus presented, by 
the destiny of war, with-a vice-like grip on the country which was 
not to be broken until Cleveland’s victory in 1884. 

The thousands of new war industries, of 


Spend! Spend! business mgn, manufacturers and financiers 
looked upon the party to' protect them from the demands of the 
farming democracy. Quickly passed homestead and huge Federal 
funds for roads, canals and railroads, including large gifts of free 
land. These brought the West into the Republican camp. 

Not until 1884 and the continuing Populist revolution by the 
nation’s farmers was the Republican grip shaken. 

With President Truman we will have 20 years of the Demo- 
cratic Party. Today the international policy is as tightly woven 
with domestic policy as the strands of a steel cable. Our pro- 
ductive system, including that of our land, has been spurred by two 
wars and our genius for machinery and mass production. It is 
too large in output to be confined to our borders. We also are face 
to face with one great world power, with an aggressively hostile 
ideology. Never before has this been true. That, too, is a part 
of domestic politics. 3 

The problem of Republican organization is as complex as our 
problems—no more, no less. But looking backward is not a part 
of the solution. A clear-cut decision may be. :

Weaknesses of Communism 


Editor Constitution: Communism has an eco- 
nomic philosophy, “From every man according 
to his ability, to every man according to his 
needs,” which it claims will solve all of man’s 
ills and evils. The many defects of the world— 
social, psychic, etc., would not be solved, as desir- 
able as such is, if economic justice were obtained 
the world around. Since there are evils which 
root in areas other than the economic, economic 
perfection could not cure everything. Some of 
the most miserable people in the world are rich. 
The implication that poverty is a virtue is not 
necessprily true. It is true that “man can not 
live by bread alone.” 

It strives to abolish private property. Some 
hold that this is the nutshell of Communism. 
After Communism argues against private property 
it provides no substitute for the profit motive. 
To hold that private property is completely evil 
overstates the case. This does not condone the 
defects of capitalism. Too much money is as bad 
as too little. To hold that doing away with pri- 
vate property will settle all, may be throwing the 
baby out with the dirty bath water. 

In the third place, Communism in its partial 
ethic holds and practices that the end justifies 
the means. If telling a lie or murdering a few 
opponents will help usher in Communism, then 
lie and kill. The lie becomes white and the spilt 
blood is justified. 

Finally, Communism knows no god beyond 
the Communist movement. The day of the Rus- 
sian revolution is for them the great day. Its 
dictatorship will give way to a classless society 
which will not need to be coerced. At this point 
it is a paradox; it holds that you can get a good- 
ness of character in people’s hearts in the end 
by applying dictatorial authority in the begin- 
ning.

What Is the Danger in Germany? 


The stout-heartedness with which the beseiged Berliners are standing up to the Russians has 


encouraged many Americans about Germany’s political future. 
tor of The Review of Politics, sees it as a possible danger signal. 
German aggressive spirit; and that spirit may not always be 


The danger is not that the Germans may be 
tempted some day to switch over to the Com- 
munist side. They know too much about Rus- 
sian incompetence and the harshness of the Rus- 
sian police state. Nor is there much danger of 
a call for a return to “the good old Hitler days.” 
There are some Nazi die-hards, but the majority 
of the Germans dismiss Hitler as a failure. He 
just did not fit into the pattern of the old Ger- 
man officers, civil servants and industrialists— 
although they certainly went along with him 
while he was running the show. 

The real danger, as Gurian sees it, is that 
there has been no birth of genuine democracy in 
Germany since 1945, no real return even to 
Weimar days, let alone to the traditions of the 
pre-Bismarck era. Hitler is criticized, but there 
is no sharp feeling that his nationalistic regime 
was an historical aberration. Instead, there is 
a certain feeling that it was part of Germany’s 
ay oe in wealth and strength, and that it ended 

disaster only because the Nazis grossly mis- 
handled almost everything. 


It is fairly obvious te any careful observer 
that the new democratic parties are not as 
popular as they ought to be. Their leaders 
are old, and there are all too many Germans 
who insist that they owe such strength as 
they have to the fact that they are the only 
parties sanctioned by the occupying forces. 
So of a new political faith, there is 
a revival of nationalism. 


The current international situation encour- 
ages this. People who once advocated the Mor- 
genthau plan now insist that Germany must be 
revived as a bastion against Soviet expansion. 


But Waldemar Gurian, exiled edi- 
To: him, it betokens a revival of 
directed against the. Soviet Union. 


This is true enough, but it has quite a different 


effect en Germans than would have been the re- | 


sult of a less rigorous policy followed from the 
beginning. Now the nationalists among them say 
that the Western Powers are not motivated by 
mercy or justice, but by sheer necessity. They 
son that their nation is fighting the West’s 
attle. 


There is a resurgence of self-importance and 
self-confidence which could fall into the pattern 
which developed after the first World War. 


There could be demands for the restoration of | 


sovereignty, for the removal of controls, for the 
raising of a new German army. All this could 
echo the old outcries against “the injustices of 
Versailles.” And it could lead to the old striv- 
ing for the mastery of Europe. 

What’s te be done about it? 

Answers do not come easily. Purely punitive 
measures may have to be abandoned, especially 
those which the new nationalists can exploit. 
Reforms should not be imposed if they cannot 
be closely supervised. To do so would only in- 
duce disrespect for the occupying powers. The 
United States in particular should staff its 


' agencies in Germany with better personnel. 


Above all else, much more attention should be 
paid to those Germans who really believe in 
democracy. In the long run, the cause of the 
West will not be served by sacrificing conviction 
to technical ability. 

Furthermore, the German problem would be 
greatly simplified if the Western nations had 
their own houses in better order. A chaotic 
France, a hard-pressed Britain and an unde- 
cided America must find it difficult to shape an 
ideal Germany.

(Editor’s Note: Here is another in a series 
of Monday morning articles on unpublicized 
sidelights of the weekend’s major football 
games as seen by The Constitution’s sports 
writers.) 


GEORGIA-AUBURN: Here is a nomination for the most valu- 
able player in the Southeast Conference. His name, Joe Geri. His 
school, Georgia. His duties, numerous. 

Joe, the Conference’s leading scorer with 78 points, had an 
average day for himself in his team’s 42-14 victory over Auburn. 
Here’s what made it up: : 

1. Scored two touchdowns and kicked six straight extra 
points, bringing his total in that department to 30 out of 
31 attempts this season. 

2. Played both right and left halfback during the course 
of the game. 

3. Caught one pass for 13 yards. 

4. Did all Georgia’s kicking—which, incidentally, was only 
one punt—and got off a 42-yard beauty which went out of 
bounds inside the Tiger 20-yard line. 

5. Was the team’s leading ground gainer, rushing the ball. 
Geri has bounced around all over the backfield in his career 

at Georgia. Right now, he could do a pretty fair job at fullback, 
his position last season, and at line backing, if coaches wanted 
to use him on defense. 

In addition, he provides the spark necessary for the Bulldog 
attack to go when the chips are down with his vicious blocking 
and fiery spirit. — JOHN BRADBERRY.
